Thirteen Persons and Thousands 


of Cattle Killed. 


NEW YORK, July 9.-—A dispatch to the 


World from Berlin eayu: A Stuttgart 
dispatch received here brings the news 
of a destructive hail storm which raged 
for hours ia southern Wurtemburg, 
causing the death of thirteen persona 
and damage to cropu amounting to more 
than four million. Sttch a meteorolog- 
ical phenomenon in tile hoteet month of 
the year baa never before been experi- 
enced in thia part of the Fatherland. 
Before the storm the weather was ex- 
tremely eultry. Gradually the clouds 
began to darken, and within a few min- 
utes after there was a Budden darkness 
followed by rushing torrents of rain, 
which almost submerged the villages.

;hat have made life a burden since the 
warm weather of 1897 began this was i 
the worst. There were more deaths of 
human beings and of animals and the 
number of prostrations was greater 
than upon any other day of the long 
hot spell that baa bang over^Ohic&go. 
Sixteen people are dead from the heat; 
two are insane, and out of a large num- 
ber of nrostratibne, ten cases are crit- 
»1. 
Out in the Bridewell, where seven 


prisonero went Insane yesterday because 
of the heat, three others suffered the 
same from the heat tonight. 


The night wan a sizzling horror. 


There was comfort to be found nowhere. 
It was the hottest night Chicago has 
ever known. The mercury waa 90 last 
night at; midnight, and although near 
the lake it flunk to 82 at Q a.m., the de- 
crease in temperature was more than 
offset by an increased humidity which 
through tbe iiigbt and day made the 
discomfort far greater than ia implied 
by tho record of tbe thermometer, 


By 7 a.m. tbe mercury in the weather 


office had climbed to 84 and there was a 
steady overpowering bull movement 
until 3 p.m., when 90 was racked. This 
was up in the auditorium tower, where 
the wind had a chance at tbe thermome- 
ter. On the streets, whore the heat 
radiated from baking pavements and 
sun-soaked brick walls, it was five to 
eight degrees higher than in the tower 
and no breeze to bo hud. 


Tho day was especially aovero on 


horses, over 100 dying in tbe tttreets. 


Sixteen hundred men and boys were 


temporarily thrown out of employment' 
in Pullman today. Owing to the in- 
tense heat the managers found In Decen- 
nary to close tlio works at noon and scud 
tho workmen home. The shops will re- 
main closed tomorrow if the hot weather 
continues and until the temperature de- 
creases a little.
